West  Influencing  Russian  Youth? 


WELLESLEY,  Mass.,  — The 
strongest  force  for  democratic 
change  in  the  Soviet  Union  are 
its  students,  an  expert  in  Soviet 
affairs  observed  here  this  week. 

Addressing  a Wellesley  Col- 
lege audience,  Boris  Shub,  an 
executive  of  the  American  Com- 
mittee for  Liberation,  added  that 
“Soviet  student  youth  is  non- 
conformist, interested  in  Wes- 
tern ideas,  and  is  anxious  to  see 
the  Iron  Curtain  disappear.” 

Mr.  Shub,  who  spoke  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Wellesley 
College  News  and  the  Forum 
Club,  is  the  American  Commit- 
tee’s advisor  for  radio  program- 
ming at  its  New  York  headquar- 
ters. 

Reaches  Soviet  Youth 
The  principal  activity  support- 
ted  by  the  American  Committee 
is  Radio  Liberation,  which 
broadcasts  around  the  clock  to 
all  parts  of  the  Soviet  Union  in 


Russian  and  seventeen  other 
languages  from  powerful  trans- 
mitters in  West  Germany  and 
the  Far  East.  Its  principal  stud- 
ios are  in  Munich. 

Mr.  Shub,  whose  topic  was 
“Youth — a Force  for  Change  in 
the  Soviet  Union,”  cited  exam- 
ples of  “non-conformity”  among 
Soviet  students  and  of  their  an- 
xiety to  learn  the  truth  of  what 
is  going  on  in  the  outside  world. 

He  pointed  out  that  “Soviet 
students  demonstrated  their 
sympathies  with  the  Polish  and 
Hungarian  revolts  of  1956  to  an 
unprecedented  extent.”  He  said 
that  in  some  instances  students 
actually  were  expelled  from 
Soviet  universities  because  of 
their  critical  attitudes  towards 
official  explanations  as  to  the 
reasons  behind  these  revolts.

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— Pres,

Radio  Activity 
Fallout  Over 
Safe  Maximum 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)—  The 
Atomic  Energy  Commission 
Tuesday  made  public  hitherto 
secret  figures  showing  that  nu- 
clear tests  during  the  past  two 
years  have  put  75  percent  more 
radioactivity  into  the  atmos- 
phere than  the  “maximum”  rec- 
ommended by  some  scientists. 

Dr.  Charles  L.  Dunham,  head 
of  the  AEC’s  department  of  bio- 
logy and  medicine,  who  gave  the 
figures  to  the  House-Senate  Rad- 
iation Subcommittee,  said  one 
theory  holds  that  the  increase 
could  lead  to  500  radiation- 
caused  “tragedies”  a year. 

But  Dunham  gave  it  as  his 
own  opinion  that  the  report  pre- 
sented “no  cause  for  alarm.”  He 
testified  as  the  subcommittee 
opened  hearings  on  the  fallout 
problem.  


ranks  Tuesday  in  a joint  defense 
of  foreign  aid  against  partisan 
political  attacks. 

Speaking  at  different  places 
— the  White  House  and  the  Cap- 
itol— both  defended  the  aid  pro- 
grams as  vital  to  the  security  of 
the  free  world. 

In  a strong  new  plea  for  his 
$3.9  billion  (B)  aid  request 
for  fiscal  1960,  Eisenhower  open- 
ed his  news  conference  with  a 
statement  backing  foreign  aid 
as  a necessity  for  U.S.  security 
and  as  a “tool”  to  lessen  world 
tensions. 

He  also  said  foreign  aid  should 
be  discussed  on  the  basis  of 
“need  and  of  logic  and  of  good 
sense”  and  not  ‘in  any  partisan 
attitude.” 

As  Eisenhower  spoke,  former 
President  Truman  was  telling 
the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Com- 
mittee it  would  be  “playing  with 
dynamite”  to  start  “skimping” 
on  foreign  aid. 

Saying  he  had  heard  “disturb- 
ing reports  of  political  partisan- 
ship,” Truman  said  that  as  far 
as  he  was  concerned  there  was 
no  conflict  over  foreign  aid  be- 
tween the  Eisenhower  adminiS' 
tration  and  the  “prior  Democrat 
ic  Administration-

The  AMS-Intramural  bicycle 
race  will  begin  Saturday  at  11 
a.m.,  and  will  involve  two  teams 
each  of  men  and  girls.

An  annual  BYU  bicycle  race 
has  been  the  brain  child  of  Bob 
Mauzy,  Y student  and  former 
missionary  of  Germany,  where 
he  acquired  an  interest  in  cross 
country  bicycle  racing. 


Races  there  are  often  20  miles 
long,  Mauzy  pointed  out,  but 
will  be  only  five  miles  long  here.
